Wilsen’s Inquiry Embarrassing. 


The pointed inquiry directed to 
Prince Max as to whether he is speak- 
ing merely for the constituted au- 
thorities of the empire who have so 
far conducted the war, will, it is be- 
lieved, be very embarrassing. If the 
reponse is in the affirmative Ger- 
many’s proposal will be rejected, as 
the president has already given notice 
that he will have no dealings with 
such authorities. 

The powerful socialist elements in 
the reichstag also are counted upon 
to resent any such statement by the 
chancellor as directly in conflict with 
the reichstag resolution of July, 1917, 
and with the very recent pledges to 
make the cabinet a _ representative 
body, under which the socialists were 
enticed to take part in the govern- 
ment.

The president is known to be ready 
to act without delay when the German 
chancellor has answered the pointed 
questions asked in that note—whether 
the chancellor in asking for peace ne- 
gotiations accepts unequivocally the 
terms of peace already iaid down and 
whether he speaks for the German peo- 
ple themselves or only for their mili- 
tary masters. If these answers show | 
the kaiser is not yet ready to sur- 
render and that the peace proposal 
merely is another insidious diplomatic 
move, the president will be ready to 
tell Germany and the world why it is 
necessary for General Foch to com- 
plete his task. 

Officials said today it should be clear- 
ly undertsood the president has no 
rye ag of entering into a series of un- 
fruitful diplomatic exchanges with the 
Germans. It was intimated, also, that 
he probably will go before congress 
with a statement when Prince Maxi-. 
milian responds to his inquiry, and he 
is ready to make his reply. 


Investigating German Havoc. 


The fact that American Ambassador 
Sharp is making a personal investiga- 
tion of the havoc wrought by the Ger- 
mans in their forced retirement from 
French and Belgian territery, has led 
to the belief that it is the purpose of 
the state department to fully supp&t 
the enormous claims of the damages 
which Germany must meet as a condi- 
tion of peace. So far the American 
government has not indicated a dis- 
position to join with the entente allies 
in making a threat to destroy a Ger- 
man city or town in fetaliation for 
every such community destroyed by the 
Germans in France and Belgium,- but 
Mr. Sharpe’s investigations might be 
regardéd as also indicating a purpose 
to join in such representations, should 
the facts sustain the press reports of 
the extent of the German atrocities. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S VIEW 
OF WILSON’S INQUIRY. 


Washington, October 9. — Senator 
Chamberlain, of Oregon, chairman of 
the senate military committee, ex- 
pressed the opinion today that Presi- 
dent Wilson’s inquiry in response to 
the German peace proposal, was quite 
as effective as if he had bluntly pro- 
posed unconditional surrender. 

“It must elicit a reply,’’ said the sen- 


ator, “which in the very nature of 
things will disclose whether or not the 
German government was sincere in the 
original proposition for peace negotia- 
tions. I am inclined to believe that the 
Germans’ answer will disclose her ab- 
SOluge insincerity. 

She cannot comply with the four- 
teen fundamental propositions laid 
down by the president and the terms 
embodies in his New York speech with- 
out laying down her arms, withdrawing 
within her own borders, abandoning 
submarine warfare and surrendering 
territory taken by force of arms.” 


PERIL IN PEACE TALK, 
SAYS SIR ERIC GEDDES. .- 


Washington, October 9.—Talk of peace 
at this time is apt to paralyze the 
energies of soldiers and impair the 
usefulness and productivity of muni- 
tion workers, Sir Eric Geddes, first 
lord of the British admiralty, said to- 
day, in discussing the German attempt 
to obtain an armistice. 

“We cannot win this war by talking 
of peace,” Sir Eric said. “To get us 
all talking of peace and the time when 
all arms will be grounded is just what 
Germany wants.” 


HOLLAND MAY,GET 
INTO PEACE GAME. 


Amsterdam, October 9.—Referring to 
an extraordinary session of the Dutch 
cabinet which has been held, The Han- 
dlesblad says it is verv persistently 
rumored that the government is con- 
sidering offering its services to both 
the belligerent groups with a view to 
their reaching an agreement. No con- 
firmation of this was obtained at the 
Dutch foreign office.

NOW. FOR THE “SHOW-DOWN!"’ 


If the Hun is bluffing in pretending to 
want peace, President Wilson has “called” 
his hand! : 

But if the peace proposal of Prince Marx 
is founded upon a sincere desire to end the 
war, the reply of the president opens the 
way to peace, and to a peace that will be 
lasting. 

The issue is now squarely “up to” Ger- 
many! : 

If it is ready to accept in full President 
Wilson’s peace program, as supported by 
each of our associate nations, and if it is 
ready to retire to within its own frontiers 
and relinquish all claim to every foot of 
ground to which it is not entitled by right, 
the president’s note means that the war 
will end with the allies and America com- 
pletely victorious! 

If we can get peace upon that basis, 
everybody should be satisfied; but no sin- 
cere patriot would be satisfied with a peace 
constructed upon any other basis! 

The German proposal is based upon one 
of only two possible motives: Sincerity or 
hypocrisy. 

if it is based upon a sincere desire for 
peace, superinduced either by war-weariness 
and consciousness of defeat, the president’s 
note opens the way for Germany to make 
that fact known. 

If, on the other hand, the proposal is a 
camouflage treacherously designed as a 
means of gaining time and military advan- 
tage or for the purpose of gaining by di- 
plomacy that which the enemy has no hope 
now of achieving by force of arms, then that 
fact will be developed in the answer to the 
president’s interrogatories.

How two American engineers cut off and 
lost from a night patrol, spent five days 
Within the German lines nursing a wounded 
comrade, and finally, after they had been 
forty-eight hours, without food or water, 
rushed a Boche fthachine gun emplacement 
and killed the crew, ran a gauntlet of fire 
from a dozen other machine guns, swam a 
river and got back to their lines 
patient and valuable information, is one 
the stories produced by the restless fighting 
during the period when the Germans, paus- 
ing their retreat, made a stand on the 
Vesle 

Privates Frank C. Schultz and Edward 
Blorrisy are the engineers who managed the 
episode, and Private Frank De Blase, an in- 
fantryman, is the wounded man they saved. 

The three were members of a party 
which, with noses for fighting and informa- 
tion, crossed the-Vesle one night and pen- 
etrated into a battered little town on its 
northern bank. The patrol investigated the 
town, clashed with the Boche garrison, took 
a couple of prisoners and returned. 

The Patient Arrives. 

But Schultz and Morrisy, partly because 
they had tarried to bandage the wounds of 
two slightly wounded soldiers, lost the bunch 
and, what was worse, the direction. They 
wandered cautiously around for an hour 
until, running almost into the arms of a 
German patrol, they sought hasty refuge in 
a hole dug in an embankment at the side of 
the street. i 

The hole was a small one, hardly large 
enough to be dignified with the name of 
dugout, and its limited dimensions were 
taxed still more half an hour later when De 
Blase, blinded, temporarily at least, by a 
bullet wound in the forehead, came groping 
down the street and was taken in. 

Dawn that morning disclosed the plight 
of the. trio. They were near the southern 
edge of the town, separated from the river 
and their own lines by a quarter of a mile 
of flat, open ground.. Looking across the 
river, they could see the hillside where they 
knew American sentinels and artillery ob- 
servers were stationed and, looking to the 
north, they could see another hillside where 
they knew German sentinels and observers 
were on the alert. 

They were in No Man’s Land—that part 
of No Man’s Land claimed at night time by 
the Germans and held by isolated machine 
fun crews who, with the passing of dark- 
ness, discreetly withdrew to the high ground 
behind. 


in 


To Risky to Try. 

If they made a dash for the American 
lines, they had the strip of open ground to 
cross and then the river, with a score of 
Boche machine guns firing from the rear. It 
was too risky, they decided. A run for it at 
night through the flanking fire of the ma- 
chine guns near the river was just as un- 
feasible. 

The two engineers went 
conference and decided to 
definitely, waiting for the German with- 
drawal from the Vesle, which they knew 
was momentarily expected. It began to look 
as if they were going to get a close-up on it. 

They took their first-aid packets and 
bound up the wounds of De Blase and held 
an inventory of their store of provisions. 
They had, they found, six cans of salmon, 
two cans of beans and two canteens of 
water. In behalf of the beans it may be 
said that when, in the third day of hiding, 
they opened the last can, they ate them with 
relish and actually liked them. 

The consumption of the last can of beans 
on that third day marked the total depletion 
of the larder. The last drop of water haa 
gone some hours before. The difficulties 
brought on by hunger, thirst and, last, of 
room to move in were complicated the fourth 
day by the. condition of the wounded man, 
who became feverish and at times hysterical. 

Lest the Germans Hear. 

During the night it was necessary for one 
of the engineers to hold his hand constantly 
over De Blase’s mouth to suppress hys- 
terical mutterings which would have been 
heard by three Germans who, at nightfall, 
always appeared and manned a machine gun 
pit 15 yards away on the other side of the 
road. 

As the Germans would have overheard 
any conversation, it was a rule of the abri 
that no word would be spoken during dark- 
ness. Through all the. five nights in the 
hole the two engineers crouched side by side, 
with never a word passing between them, 
relieving each other in clamping a tender but 
firm hand over the wounded man’s mouth. 

On the fifth day the two decided they 
could hold out no longer. If they had re- 
mained twenty-four hours longer, they would 
have been liberated by the Americans, for on 
the day after they actually did get away, the 
Germans began their retreat northward. But 
of these plans they did not know, and when 
they talked it over they decided it was bet- 
ter to die making a fight than starve to 
death in a hole. 

Just Before Daylight. 

They decided upon a@ break just before 
daylight, when there was enough light to 
guide them to the river and enough dark- 
ness to make the Germans’ aim uncertain. 
Anyhow, they figured, they wouldn't get 
killed without result, for they certainly could 
put the nearest machine gun crew out of 
commission. 

The rush went off according to plan. 
With approaching dawn barely disclosing 
the river and the outlines of the hill beyond, 
the three emerged from their hole. Schultz 
supported De Blase, while Morrisy pulled 
the pins on two grenades, counted three, and 
tossed them at the German gun crew 
nearby. 

The grenades exploded, there was a shriek 
in German, and the two engineers, the 
wounded man stumbling between them, were 
off toward the American lines. A dozen ma- 
chine guns rattled béhind them and on either 
side, but they were unhurt. They plunged 
into the Vesle, struggled across, and were 
safe. 

In their five -days of seclusion, Morissy 
and Schultz had learned the habits and night- 
time whereabouts of several machine gun 
crews, some of whom didn’t go north with 
their companies when the Germans decided 
they didn’t like the climate of the Vesle, not

French troops which crossed the 
Guippe river near its junctien with 
the Aisne have been heavily attacked 
by the Germans, but have maintained 
their hold. Furtl -r east the enemy 
retook St. Eltienne this morning in a 
series of bitter combats. The town 
changed hands several times during 
the day and finally remained in the 
bands of the French. 

Kstablishment by the French of an 
-dmportant bridgehead on the north 
bank of the Aisne at Berry-au-Bac in- 
creased the danger to the German po- 
@itions on the Suippe line. 

: Enemy Very Apprehensive. . 

The blows which Marshal Foch has 
delivered in rapid succession in the 
Champagne sector have not only wrest- 
ed from the Germans most important 


ositions which they have held since 
914 at an inestimadie sacrifice of men 
@nd material, but appear to have 
thrown gravest appreheision into the 
ranks of the enemy. A German soldier 
found in a@ ruined village surrendered, 
tremDling with fear. 

“What are you afraid of?” his cap- 
tors inquired. “We are not going to 
harm you.” 

With the acrid smell of blackened 
masonry in his nostrils, with smoke 
Still rising from a village fired by 
his companions in plain signut and with 
puffs of blue smoke from German 
puisonous shells marking the line of 
the Suippe a little further back,,the 
captive rejoined; 

“But what will the French soldiers 
do when they get into Germany?” 

His interrogator merely remarked 
that it was noticeable that the Ger- 
man soldier who has fired a French 
peasant’s home after taking shelter in 
it tor four years has no word of sym- 
pathy, excepting for his own people to 
Whom the war is coming nearer and 
nearer, 

With the crumbling line along the 
Aisne canal north of Rheims and the 
line along the Vesle to the east, tne 
Germans abandoned Nogent-la-Abbesse 
to the east of Rheims and. Brimont, 
to the north. These points have been 
the jailers of Rheims for four years. 
Nogent-la-Abbesse had been an ob- 
servation point from which the Ger- 
mans had watched the city and coun- 
try over a wide area and directed ar- 
tillery fire which wrecked villages that 
nestled among the mountains of 
Kheims and took aim at the wine grow- 
ers cultivating vineyards on the slopes, 
and the peasant girls gathering the 
grapes that grew in spite of the neglect 
enforced by the war. Thirty of these 
peasant girls came back today for the 
fifth war harvest. In one of the lo- 
calities that has been most intensely 
beaten by the German shrapnel they 
were working today.

It was from in front of one of these 


formidable positions that the American 


boys of the foreign legion fired their, 


first shots for France in the fall of 
1914. erhe trenches where they were 
stationed during the first winter cam- 
paign are plainly visible in the chalky 
clay. Traces of the four years of 
fighting are found all over the ground 
east of Rheims from Pomepelle fort 
round the moutnains. 

It was possible during a visit today 
to see what it had cost the Germans 
to hold the positions they were finally 
obliged to give up for nothing. All 
the villages on the main road from 
Rheims eastward are more or less in- 
tact, for the fighting there was at too 
close quarters to enable either side to 
use heavy guns. They all showed 
traces of repeated struggles from street 
to street and from house to house. Ev- 
ery wall of every house or inclosure 
is pitted by machine gun bullets and 
by shrapnel. Long stretches of wires 
before the trenches are almost intact, 
running through streets or cutting be- 
tween houses to mark the line where 
the Germans were still at close grips 
with the French two days ago. Streets 
and roads are liacerated by earthworks 
and are in some places upheaved by 
mines and impassable. The work of 
destruction done by the enemy in his 
hurried flight was tncomparably less 
than that of elsewhere, for it had long 
ago been almost complete. 


HILLS CAPTURED

American Headquarters Northwest of 
Verdun, Tuesday, October 8&.—(Reu- 
ters’.)—In a difficult operation the 
Americans Monday improved their po- 
sition on the eastern edge of the Ar- 
gonne forest, capturing Chatel Chehery 
and tbe hills around it.

The storm- 
ing of the hill led to some heavy fight- 
ing. a 

Passing through the village some 
troops worked around the hill and be- 
gan to ascend from the east, where the 
slopes were much less trying. Others 
filtering in single file through the wood 
made the ascent from the south. The 
hill was carried by 11:45 o’clock. 

At 1 o’clock in the afternoon the 
American advance from the southern 
side began. In consequence of this the 
enemy was forced at once to fall back 
from the center of the Argonne. The 
American troops which had been held 
there by the enemy passed La Vier- 
gette and joined hands with the left of 
the division, which had stormed Chatel 
Chehery, where by 3:30 o’clock the 
Americans had consolidated their new

He 
has already lost St. Quentin and the 
hills above Rheims.« The British and 
Americans between St. Quentin and 
Cambrai, the French and Americans be- 
tween Rheims and the Argonne are 
steadily advancing, and as they advance 
they narrow the neck of the salient. 

It is becoming too deep as compared 
with its width, growing more and more 
to resemble that Marne salient which 
invited the Foch blow of July 18. As 
a consequence, Ludendorff must soon 
retire out of the long enduring ‘‘Paris 
front” of the Germans, to which they 
retreated after the first battle of the 
Marne, and to which they have held 
ever since.
